If the efforts lo toiurol the fire 
are nol successful, early tomorrow 
the mine will probably again be 
i sealed and remain ho for weeks, If 
not months.

Washington, Nov. 2S. — People who 
huvV contributed labor or material 
towards the completion of the North 
Hate reclamation project and have 
not ye-t been paid will get their rnon 
ey, according to a decision rendered 
by the comptroller of the treasury 
In view of the fact that similar con 
dllions to those existing In the North 
Platte valley apply also in other lo 
•elide*, thU decision li of consider 
able lm|K>rtance In the western 
states. 

Persons who wanted to 
water rights after the government 
work was completed on the North 
Platte project banded themselves to- 
gether In an association called the 
North Platte Valley Users' associa- 
tion. This organization entered Into 
a contract with the Fnlted States 
representative* by which It guaran- 
teed the payment by Its members of 
charges assessed against their lands 
for water rights and also promised 
to furnish labor and material for the 
prwecutlon of the work. The asso- 
ciation Issued to its members who 
furnished this labor and material cer- 
tificates to the amount of $33,773. 
of which $12. 320 has been accepted 
by the engineer In charge as pay- 
ment* upon water rights. Then ear- 
ly in December the attorney general 
rendered an opinion that the con- 
tract between the government and 
the association was void and unwar- 
ranted. 

As there are now outstanding 1n 
the hands of private holders cerlfl 
caes to the amount of $2-. 453, and 
as they represent work and material 
actually rurnlshed to the reclamation 
service, the secretary of the interior 
asked the comptroller. 1n view of th 
attorney general's opinion, how he 
could discharge tho obl'gntlons, say 
ing that there was now In the re- 
Hamation treasury enough money to 
pay In cash. 

The comptroller, In hi* decision 
says that payments should be madi 
to the persons who actually did the 
work and that the mere fact that a 
|H>rw>n may hold a certificate gives 
no right to the payment to him of 
the amount stnted on its fare. "The 
certificates" he cald. "were Intended 
to be snfflrleut evidence that the 
holder had to perform the service, or 
had paid someone else to perform It 
or had paid the original holder of 
sneb certificates Itsj value. Where 
the certificates do not show on their 
fare that they have been assigned 
they would be prime facie evidence 
that the holder performed the srrv 
.ice or paid someone else to perform 
! It for him. The holder of an unas 
{signed certificate should therefore r* 
I presumed to have jierrormed the aer 
I rice and the presentation of' this cer 
Itlflcate would be sufficient evident* 
of this fact and would entitle him to

nf cbsch. and only a few feet away 
ti e water Is fifty fathoms deep. Ow- 
iBfe to the fact that the region about 
tiering Strait Is almost always 
ttorniy. It Is nearly always quite Im- 
im- lb'e for white men to land on 
tbls Island. The native b> long prac- 
tice has learned haw to land his big 
skin "oomlak" and to launch It even 
when the bravest white man would 
fear to approach the rocky shore. In 
launch ins; their Wg canoes several 
men get In and then canoe and all 
are thrown ui>on the surf as a wave 
U ebbing. 

Although King* Island is a barren 
rock with practically no vegetation, 
the hundred or so natives who lire 
here do not starve. In fact. It Is 
just pi.,1- !)'•• that the average whit" 
family !• not much better off In the 
way of eating when ta*te Is left out 
f the question, than are these be- 
lted cliff dwellers on Kings Island 
The sea around them abounds In 
walruses, and when the Ice pack be- 
gins moving throtiith Bering Strait 
great h«-rde of walruses may be heard 
through the long sunlit night bellow- 
Ing like wild cattle. To an Eskimo 
a w:t'n> r ju^l plain ni.at, and fr-itn 
the time the first sonorous roar of the 
gTeat sea monster* come over the 
lee until the last ton of blubber 1* 
stored In the great cave no one 
sleeps on Kings Island. Sometlnn 
sixty walrute-s %ave been killed ot 
of one herd by these daring sea hut 
ers. The Ivory from theie creatures 
runs Into many hundred* of dollars. 

These cave people who live Just 
below the arctic circle are also great 
whalers, anil there is m 'dum n year 
goes by lhat some of these leviath- 
ans of the deep do not feel the sav- 
age thrust of the cliff ilw. l'ers' har- 
isoons. With walrus and whale meat 
galore and hundreds of seals and 
thousands of Bering Sea tomcoj. 
the Kings Islander manages to live 
fairly well. 

Probably the finest Ivory crlbhnge 
obards. In the world come from Kluics 
Island. Not only in the carving on 
th«se cribabge boards remarkably 
well done, but the drawings of nearly 
all 'the animals of Uie sea which 
adorn the surfaces are exquisitely 
done and make the boards very at- 
tractive to white purchaners.

cently here In Washington. Amend- 
ments to section 15 of the Interstate 
commerce act are desired, which. In 
suliKtaiice, provide as folTowa: 

1. Power for the commission to 
make orders as to future rates onset! 
upon its own inquiries, without com- 
plaint having be,«n filed. 

2. Power to control and change 
claarlflratlons ol freight used as a 
basis for rates. 

». Power to suspend the going 
into effect of a proposed rale until a 
trial can be had. 

4. Power to compel carriers to 
unite In e,t a blishinn through rout, a 
and through rates regardless of ex- 
isting rate*. 

Two of the most Important amend- 
ments to which the attention of con- 
gress will be directed are thoHe mak- 
ing H the duty, of railroads on appli- 
cation of shippers to furnish In writ- 
ing rates as requested— making It a 
misdemeanor to refuse or to fumi* 
a wrong rate— nnd. In the second In- 
stance, making It possible to permit 
a shipper to route his freight as he 
may desire. 

Atiethe: Important amendment pro- 
po*:* lo punish as a inlsdeame.mor. 
by ilno and Imprisonment, the mak- 
ing of Q.tlt oiks or excessive claims 
for damage.* bv shipper* against a 
railroad. It Is declared that this pro- 
ems of obtaining excessive damages 
easily may be utilized as a means of 
securing rebate*, and It Is believed 
that it !s resorted to at present to a 
considerable extent. 

Members of the interstate rmn- 
■aSTOS eoMimiseion, and probably the 
ailminlslr.-it Inn officials who have 
b«en detailed to give particular at- 
tention to the f r ainlng of legislation, 
ire most desirous of having the pres- 
ent Interstate commerce law amended 
so as to p ovide for a separate offense 
for each shipment of property; when 
It comes to the granting of rebates. 
The decision of Judge Qroscup to the 
effect that the offense In rebating 
must be judged on each settlement 
between (he ca-rler and the shipper. 
Instead of each shipment of goods 
made, has caused the demand for an 
amendment that will give the govern- 
ment gr"ater leverage In discourag- 
ing the obnoxious practice. 

There alread; Is every Indication 
that tbe proposition for a commerce 
court will be among tbe most earn- 
estly debated questions and cause the 
hardest fls'htlng of any of the issues 
likely to be brought to the fore In 
connection with (banging the Inter- 
state commerce organisation. Attor- 
ney tleneral Wlckersham, In his re- 
c«nt address at Kansas City, said that 
originally he had been opposed to 
the scheme of a commerce court, but 
that afte.- full consideration, bo had 
been converted to the Idea. 

I'i ni: ■ e-'i \ i s in t lie middle west 
have voiced lurking suspicions as to 
the proposed court, and now It ap- 
pears there Is likely to be opposition 
m quarti rs mere closely connected 
with the major. iy organization forces 
in congress. Objection is being made 
to the creation of new s|K'c!al courts 
on general principles, It being point- 
ed out that recntly a customs court 
has been provided for and that now 
the Idea lb to have a commerce court.
